Ottawa, May 8. — In the Commons to- 
day Sir Hibbert Tupper was told by Sir 
Louis Davies that it cost $7,420 to muku 
a cut tbrouch the gravel bar at Miller's 
Landing, Frascr river, last year. 

Sir Qibbcrt further asked: " Were 
any Conservatives engaged in this work, 
or was it sine qua non Uiat all employees 
should be Liberals in Canadian politic 

To this Sir Louis Davies replied: "It 
w.is nothing of the kind, but only uatu 
ml, other thlnf.'s iH'ing equiil, thnt friends 
sliouUl lie employed in iirefereru: 
opponents." (LiUitclitcr). 

[Mr. Slfton's Pointed Evasion,

Pensions for Soldiers. 
Col. Iliifrhes moved a resolution favor- 
ing the establishment of a pension sys- 
tem for olllcers and men of the perma- 
nent corps ami of the headquarters nnd 
district st.'ifC who are not under the civil 
si'rvice net. The resolution was sup- 
ported by Mr. Casey nnd Col. Prior. 

I>r. liordcn said lie had l)een <-onsider- 
iug the iiialtiT for a yc.ir, and lioijcd to 
lay 11 scheme before bis collcaKiies at an 
early date for presentation to ptirlia- 
ment- IVrsonnlly he favored the insti- 
tution of 11 pension fund iiiong linos 
similar to the superannuation fund of 
the civil service. 

Freedom of Debate. 
An iiiterosting discussion tool; place 
on the motion of Mr. Cliarlton for the 
appointment of 11 committee to revise the 
rules of tin- liouse with a view to short- 
ening speeches. The neneral consensus 
of opinion was tliat speeches are too 
long, but Mr. Tistlale, Sir Wilfrid I.aii- 
rier and Sir Ilibbert Tupper op])ose(i any 
restriction on debat(>, and eventually the 
motion was witJidrawn. 

Constitutional Government. 
The course of Ijoni Aberdeen in i-e- 
fusing to accept the advice of tlie late 
government in regard to appointments, 
after tlie election of ISOO, was brought 
nil today liy Sir Charles Tui)per on a 
motion for papers. If the rule estab- 
lished l)y Aberdeen was to govern here- 
aftei-. it would be applied to Ijiberals as 
well as T<iries, and Sir Charles feared 
it would niaUe tlie governor-general the 
head of a jiolitical party instead of an 
impartial representativi' of the sovereign. 

Sir (Charles menti<)ned the conduct of 
(iovernor Mclnnes of British Columbia 
and ( iovernor Murray of Newfoundland 
as a similar invasion of authority to 
of .Alierdeeii. 
Sir Wilfrid lianrier declared that in 
tlie disagretnnent between Aberdeen and 
Tupper llie latter was altogether wrong. 

Sir Charles asked whether lh(> p.-ipers 
would l)e brought down. lie declare<l 
tliat as .Sir Wilfrid Laiirier had iiuoted 
Mr. Cliaml)erlain's statement, he could 
not now tr<>at it as confiilential or refuse 
to make it public. Concluding, Sir 
Charles said he would not believe until 
he Haw proof that Mr. Chamberlain en- 
dorsed the e.xtraorditia.y conduct of 
Ixird Aberdeen, but if he had done so. 
Sir Charles said tliat he would not rest 
until the matter was brought before u 
more potent parliament tban this one. 
Miscellaneous. 
Mr. Tarte leaves for Europe in about 
a fortniglit for prolonged rest. 

Sir Ilibbert Tupper will inquire if the 
government intends to give representu- 
tion in the Commons to the Yukon dis- 
tri<'t. 

.Mr. Morrison will nsk if the Britisli- 
Yukon Mining, Trading & Transporta- 
tion Company made a r-laim for .$400,000 
a:;ainst the government, and if so upon 
what grounds. 

Mr. .Morrison asked to-day if any com- 
munication had been received fron'i Brit- 
sli I'olumbia in refeivnce to the I'.-icilic 
abl(?, and I'remier Laui'icM- replied that 
iie government had learned that Hrilish 
(Johiinbia was willing to contribute oin- 
nnilh towards the cost of the cable. To 
a further (luestion wliother any comnui- 
nicatioii of a Kimilar nature has been 
received from any other provinces, Sir 
Wilfrid answered in the negative.

— An importunt stiv^o 
in the ritualistic controversy o;/entMl to- 
day when the Itight lion, and Mo.st Rev. 
Frederick Temple, Archbishop of Can 
terbury and l'^inlat(^ of Ail lOiiglniul, 
the lUght Hon. and Most Rev. William 
Dalrj-mple Maclagan, Archbislioii of 
Vork, sitting as a self-constitiil .-d tri- 
bunal, begun a hearing of tliir cbarges 
against the Kev. Henry Weslall, viciir 
of St. Cuthbert's, I'liillieach tJiirdeiis, of 
ceremonial use of incense and liglits. and 
the Ilev. Edward Kam, vicar of the 
church of St. .John, Timhorhill, Norwidi. 
on the churgc of ceremonial use of in- 
cense, 

Messrs. Westall nnd Itam will have 
the assistance in the ecclesia8tic:il trial 
of a number of experts on the question 
of the ritual, including the Bcv. K. V. 
I'ercival, rector of the church of tlie 
Kvangellsts, in Pbiindelphia, The dt-eis- 
ion of tlie arcbbishops will not be bind- 
ing, except as to the conscience of any- 
one, nor will it bo euforcible, bat natni> 
ally it will have immense moral weight. 
The cliief purpose of this arcliieplscopftl 
inquiry is to avoid reference to the seeu- 
lar courts. 

A large .'issemblnge of bishops and well 
known clergymen were present in th4 
historic guardroom of Lambeth Palace 
when tlie Archbisliop of Cantei-biiry op- 
ened the proceedings with un esplan'atioii 
of the nature of the hearing. Arguments 
of counsel on both sides of the question 
followed.

Vancouver, May S.— Mr. Knto Takiia- 
ka, Japanese ambassador to the court <if 
St. James, was inton'iewe<l by a Colon- 
ist correspondent at Vancouvor lo-day. 
lie is en route to ,7apan. lit; said re- 
garding the act of tlie 13ritisli Columbia 
legislature making it illegal to employ 
•laps on works carried on under authori- 
ty of provincial charters: "This hiw is 

istasteful to .Japan. While Italians, 
for instance, are encouraged to migr.sto 
to Canada, Japanese are told that they 
are not desirable immigrants, Japan is 
a first-class nation, and this is nn indig- 
nity which cannot l>e quietly submit tod 
to, nnd there is no reason for it. Jap- 
anese are not as thrifty, perhaps, ns Chi- 
nese, but they are better spenders, an.l, 
therefore, do not send their earnings out 
of the country like Chinese, for they 
have not any to send after their personal 
wants have been satisfied. 

"I called on, the imperial government 
several times regarding this question, 
and was received most courteouHly, Lor(l 
Salisbury promising me ihat the Briti.di 
government would do ail in tlioir power 
witlunu exercising the veto prerogative 
to liave the Dominion government induce 
the British Columbia legislature to re- 
scind the obnoxious law. If Great Brit- 
ain refuses to veto the legislation, in. case 
her wishes are ignored by the Canadian 
government, then the people of Jupaii 
would no doubt raise such a cry as to 
force the Japanese government to sever 
trade relations with Canada. At pres- 
ent the friendliiiosK of Japan to Camidji 
is iilustratetl by n cable receivoil by Con- 
sul Suimezu to-day, staling that on or 
before July 18 7iext, the date of the new 
treaty covering favored nations, Canada 
winild be allowed to enjoy the benefit of 
the conventional tarifT." 

Ucgarding the Philii>LiiTies. 'Mr, Kato 
stated that there might be n few Japan- 
ese who sympathized with the rel)els. but 
till' great mass of tlie people wen^ on the 
side of the Uiiiletl States, and the J,i|)- 
anesc government was kee|)ing si rictly 
neiilriil and rigidly enforcing the neu- 
trality laws. Humors of arms being 
smuggled to the rebels by Japanese were 
untrue; the government was keeping 
too strict a watch for that.

London, May 8.— The United States 
amba.ssador, :Mr. Joseph H. Choate, was 
the central figure at the annniil meei;irig 
to-day of the British anil Foreign Sail- 
ors' Society at the Mansion House. The 
lord mayor, Sir John Voc<miore, pre- 
sided, and the assemblage was a brilliant 
one. The Duke of Fife, introducing Mr. 
Clioate, said: "I ask you to give a warm 
nuU vigorous welcome to one of Ameri- 
ca's most brilliant sons," The duke ttien 
prosent^Hl Mrs. Choate with a beautiful 
book of the rccoril of the society's work. 

.\ letter from I'rcsidciit McKinley wa.s 
read, expressing warm nppreeuitiou of 
the labors of the society, inul saying: 
"This is a great year for the Anglo-Sax- 
on race, and the sailors of both' nations .■ 
nre couiiiig in for a full abaro of pniise 
for tlieir splendid achievements." 

Mr. Clioale, on rising, was received 
with ringing uhcors, and the audience 
ro.se to its feet en masse. Mr. Choate 
made a hrilUant speech. Ho made a 
liappy hit by saying with reference to 
the uume of the .society that bo was 
neillicr British nor foreign, but simply 
uii AmeriKin. '•But," added Mr. Cho- 
ute, "every American is entitled to feel 
sympathy with such a society as this, 
in view of its historic interest, inasmuch 
as its founder, Admiral Caiubion, signed 
the treaty of peace of 1814, the treaty 
vvliicli has never been broken by tlie two 
nations, and I trust never will he." This- 
sentence was greeted with prolonged 
cheers. "AnoUier leuson why my syin- 
patliy is as 1 have stated is tliat in some 
measure 1 represent my large-hearted 
president, whose Jetter, full of feeling, 
has just been read. When we look 
across the page of history we see in Nel- 
son the great -typical sailor oc oil ages 
and all races. In tlic past year two new 
heroes have come to stand by his side, 
our own Dewey and Sampson." Re- 
newed cheers greeted this seatlmeat.

DEWl^Y'S HOME-COMING. 

He Will Take HIh Ship to New York 
Instead of Her Home Port <m 
the Pacific. 

Washington, May 8. — It w;us oUitod at 
the navy department to-day that Ad- 
miral Dewey will, come fcoi&lU&aila 
direct to New York when lie retums'to 

Llie United States. However, .jt was 
added, the Admiral will not start until 
the commission of which he is a mem- 
ber has completed the work it h.as under- 
taken, nt least bo far ns it relates to the 
restoration of peace to the islands. 

The reason for bringing the Utigship 
Olympia to New York instead of hav- 
ing her come to San Frauscico, where 
she was built, is said to be primarily be- 
cause Admiral Dowey dcaires to make 
the i)assage on his own llagahip, but 
also for the reason tlmt the Mimi 
Island yard tlireatcns to bo over- 
wliclnied with repair work as Hoon as 
the luimorous vessels of Dewey's fleet 
begin to return to the United Slates.

(iverliatiliiig, liaving heea away from her 
h()mi> Ktatirin longer than any of the 
sets ia the Asiatic fleet, and rendered 
more than the usual amount Of service 
during her absence.

Uivon 
ructipt of news Uiat the proviuciiU' gov- 
ernineBt had formally taken poascsSion 
of the island, Mr. Maxwell, M. P., who 
soL'iiiiHi the lease for Mr. I^udgate at 
Otliuv«, wired that gentlouian to go 
aheail and build the mill and Uie giweni- 
mciit M'ould see him through. Thi.s 
cDui'se would put Mr. Ludgato ia dofi- 
aiici' oC tlie provincial authority, and 
of Uiiit; exorcis<-'(l by the city in placing 
bini unibn- arrest tor trcapassiug oa what 
the lorporaliou churned as their prop- 
erty. 

Aoliii;^ on Sir. AEaxwell's tolograni, 
Ml', ivudgatc took r)0 men to the island 
this morning and was accompanied by 
Aid. Mcl'hadd(Mi and Brown, the former 
a fedl^ral goYernnient employee (shipping 
uiaater). On their arrival they were 
met by the one policeman representing 
the pi-ovincial government, who on see- 
ing the odds against hiui, eased his con- 
science by exclaiming: " What can I do; 
1 can't do nothing," after which he 
took Mr. Ludgale's advice and went 
away, leaving him in possession. Aid. 
McPbadden then sciised an axe and 
chopped down the first tree, and the 
workmen followed suit. 

Attorney-General Martin and Mayor 
Gudea were soon placed in possession 
•f the facts. The mayor claimed that 
Mr. Ludgate had, contrary to his prom- 
ise, stolen a march on the city, nnd he 
would now letiye the matter in the hands 
of tlie province.

Mr. Mar- 
tin said he would wire Mr. Maxwell to 
see Dr. Borden, the minister, and got 
hnn to wire what the federal govern- 
ment was going to do about the matter. 

Mr. Ludgate, on being interviewed 
said in effect: " 1 hope there will be no 
opposition, for some of my workmen 
have been long out of work, and I can 
not answer for the consequences. I am 
now ^vaiting for a reply ftoni OtUiw 
to Mr. Martin's message. I am not 
going to (luit. I have got possession 
and am going to keep possession and 
build the inill." 

Frank Burnett, ch.iinn.m of the eiti 
v.ciiti committee, said that another mns.s 
meeting would be called to invite volun- 
teers to help Mr. Ludgate resist any 
attempt to take the island from him hv 
force.

Prcisident JMcKInio' Declines Ihc 
Invitation to ^Visit 
Victoria. 



Offer to Reclaim James Bay 
Flats in Exchange for 
Lease. 



At a»D regular weekly J meeting of tbo 
-alderuanic boaard last evening a reply 
to the council's invitation was read troiu 
the eecretary of state at Washinfjton, re- 
gretting that President McKiuley would 
be aaable to visit Victoria, during liis 
approacliing visit to tlie C3oast. As it 
•was Bot expected tliat the president 
■would be ia u position to accept the iu- 
Titutioti, the uuswoi' (nvnitcd no aurpriso. 

An iuvitatiou was read I'roiu the mayor 
aud t'ouucil o£ Nanaimo, aslciuf; lUeir 
Victori;! coufreres to CL'K'brstL' the 
Queen's Birthday at the Coal city. An 
explanation will be forwarded, stating 
Victoria also will celebrate, at the sume 
time accepting the Invitation with 
til auks. 

The local management ol' Hie utiyet 
railway compauy wrote iu coiinoetiuii 
with the Fori street traci;, poiiithiK 
out severiil reasons why the track should 
not be leiuovod to the centre of 'he 
street. New points will be required tor 
the curve into Fort street from Govern- 
ment, and it would be iuipossihie te se- 
cure these inside of three mouths. Also 
the double track on Goverimient street 
would have to be shortened, and in many 
ways it would delay the paving of Fort 
utreet for some mouths. A special com- 
mittee will look into these matters uud 
report as soon as possible. 

The secretary, on behalf of the Aber- 
deen Association of Victoria, wrote, ask- 
ing for the use of a room at the city hall, 
or in the Market building, the room at 
present In .use iu the Govorumeut huil.l- 
lug being required for other uses, and 
stating tint in makins this request tlicy 
were acting as the branches in otlicr cit- 
ies liad done. The matter was left in the 
blinds of the mayor to deal with. 

W. U. Lonias, the Indian Ufjoiu at 
Quiunicliaii, called altcntion lo the 
question ol" the state of the road on the 
local Indian reserve, and asking if 
the council wisheil to give ui) 
all coutrol of this thoroughfare, they 
having at various times stated that it 
did not belong to the city. 
Id order to give Victoria a strongi-r 
. "grip" on the right of thoroughfare, it 
waa proposed by Alderman Williams 
that some money be siH'iit in mending 
the road. This was seconded by Alder- 
nuxn .Btewart, but His Worship thought 
that the question should be referred to 
the city solicitor, to iiud out wliat rights 
the city had to the property, as until this 
was decided it would not be right to 
speud money on it. 

Alderman Cameron was of opinion 
that ^00 or l?3()0 could t)o spent on the 
road, although it did not belong to the 
city, aud Uie citizens would get full val- 
ue for tltoir money besides the chance 
of tlioir ever losing it was very small. 

Tbe juatter was referred to tlie city 
.■ioUeitor and city engineer. 

Crf^ase & Crca.se wrote on behalf of 
clieuts, pointing out tliat the sidew.vlk 
near the Market hall li.id not been re- 
paired for nearly fifteen years, and b. id- 
ly needed fi-xing. This was recived and 
filed, and a letter from a Chinese firm 
referring to the same thing was read. 
This latter was referred to tlio city en- 
gineer for a report as to cost. 

J. ID.' Painter complained of the open 
drain on Pine street, Victoria West, JUid 
asked that the same be bo.ved In, The 
street, too, during tlie wet weather, was 
absolutely impassable. 

Alderman Beckwith said this and some 
other streets In a similar Condition 
shoa)^ be the subject o£ Investigatiijti 
oa tbe part of a special committee, as 
they needed immediate attention, 

Aldcrmaa Kinsman stated that the 
trouble was to get gravel in Victoria 
West. The street bad been graded, but 
now needed gravelling,. 

A special committee will report on 
the cost of doing this work, am! also on 
the matter of securing gravel in that sub- 
urb cf the city. 

J. G. Tiarks, on behalf of E. Dewd- 
ney, wi;-hed to know what steps had 
been taken with reference to tlie drain 
■which had been asked for to curry off 
the ■Nvater from the residence of the lat- 
ter. A report from tbe city engineer 
will be asked as to cost. 

Thomas D. Gold, the secretary of tbe 
latii.Y Iield meeting in Victoria \Vest, 
closed the resolutions passed a 
UK'eting.

THE FBE.EY TO VANOODVIDR. 

We print tWs morning the proposal 
submitted to the Conunittce of Fifty, 
at the request of the sub-coinmittee, 
by Mr. Juiuom Duiianmir, vice president 
of the K. <fc N. ILiilway company. Tlie 
l)roposal contemplates ii subsidy of .$"00,- 
000 ill cash, but tlie company would baud 
over to the city a valuable piece of prop- 
erty. 'Ilie city would bo espected to se- 
cure n portion of the Songhoos reserve 
for t-lic raJJwiiy company. The offer con- 
templates a bridge across the entnuice 
of the harbor to the outer wharf. 

Mr. Dnnsmuir says that tlie cost of cs- 
biblishing the ferry -^^-ill be more than 
doable the iimouut of .sub-sidy asked. The 
service which lie undertakes to grive will 
be eseelleiit. It does nut conteiiiphite 
the bringinpr of passenger oars to die 
city from Vancouver, as we have sup- 
posed it did. 

No proiwsition of equal importance to 
tliLs has ever been placed before the peo- 
ple of Victoria. We hope it will receive 
XulJ discussion, and Uie CoIoiiisf.s cpI- 
urnns are at the disposal of any persons 
■who desire to treat it from a strictly 
bnsinesa basis.

RAILWAY CHAItTBBS. " 
The sranting of a charter by the Do- 
minion Parliament to a compajiy to build 
a railway on Vancouver Island, on the 
plea that it is a work for the general ad- 
vantage of Canada, din'ctH attention lo 
the whole question of niilwny i-liiiiti-r.^. 
Under the B. N. A. act, parliament ban u 
nght to enact any laws that may he 
necessary for tlie peace, order and good 
irovtinnieut of Canada, to lefc-ishue on 
all subjects that are for the general a.i- 
vuntage of the Dominion. The power to 
decide what is for the gcneml advanta„'L- 
Of Canada Is held to be vested in parlia- 
n'ont, that is. tlie courts have notliinn 
10 .say about it. TIutc are local raihvay.s 
all over the eounti-y wliidi iiave been dc- 
Claretl to be work.s for tlie Kenenil a<l- 
vantage of Canada, and liav(!, therefore, 
hecn ehiirtcred by the federal parlia- 
nicnt. The practice of acquiring juris- 
diction by a declaration of this- kind i.s 
almost as old a.s confederation, and h.i.s 
the Banctioa of both political parties. A.s 
far aa we have been able to see, no s|.e- 
cial harm has resulted from it. Yet it 
is very clear that the exercise of this 
poM-er may oonllict with the provineial 
jurisdiction to deal with proptjrty and 
«iWl rights and with provincial ownor- 
fhip and control of crown lands within 
tlio jurisdictions of the several govern- 
ments. To a certain extent tlie cl.iiDi 
may be fairly niad,> tliat the c<,iif,vrrln- 
Of a legislative riKht carries wiIIl i" 
whatever degree of authority laay he 
necessary for Its exercise. Hence par- 
hnment may have the power to IcKisl.ite 
J" rcirind t., ,,n,p,.,-ty .,„,! civil rr^htr. to 
such an extent as may lie neccssiiry to 
enable it; to authorize construction of 
railways which are "for the general ud- 
vanlagc of Canada." We are not as- 
serting that this is Uie case, for we arc 
not aware if the point has ever been fin- 
ally decided by the? courts, but the j.osi- 
tion i« one in sui»porl of whidi Hlron;: 
argnmcnt can be made. This does not 
touch tlie matter of the crown lands. If 
the Pari'liiment of Canada has a right to 
give tt railway company authority to 
lake pcsHcssion of a riKht of way over 
crown lands, aud if .such riKlit «ives iJic 
eompany a. title to the right of way, by 
a parity of rensoninfc it minht lie held 
that parliament might, by declaring it 
lo be for the general advantage* of C.m- 
ada that certain iirin-iiicial crown lamls 
should be given an subsidy, divest tlie 
jirovince of a inirt of its propert.v. We 
do not say that the courts would' not 
dniV' a distinction between a right of 
way and a subsidy, and while npholdbig 
Iho one nullify thcf Other, but it might 



be difficult somotiracs to know just 
where to draw the line. 

This matter is of immediate import- 
ance, because during the present session 
of parliaiuent several applications will 
be made for charters to construct rail- 
way^through British:. OolumblaixJf.a^d; 
nearly all of them will mean the entry 
of the several corporations upon jirovin- 
cial crown lands and the occupation <it' 
a very considerable area, as well as the 
catting down of muck timber belonging 
to the prpvlnce. It would be well, there- 
fore, to have some understanding as to 
how far the powers of parliament go in 
this direction. We concede that it is de- 
sirable tliat the right to authorize the 
construction of railways for the geiienil 
advantage of the Dominion ought to 
vest in parliament, for it would be very 
unwise to permit any one province to 
declare that a line should not bo built 
across its territory to ttolte two other 
proviBcea, or give an interior proyinco 
an access to the coast. Our point is 
only that there sliould be an understand- 
ing as to how fur the powers of parlia- 
ment go, and at what stage it is neces- 
sary to obtain the concurrence of tlie 
local legislatures. 

THE PACIFIC CABLBJ. 

Many requests have eonio to tlie Colo- 
nist for iufonnation about the Pacific 
cable, the inquirers thinking, not un- 
nnturally, that I his pnt>or must have 
some facts in it» poss/.'ssion regarding 
the project, or it would not have ex- 
pressed any appi-oval of the olTer of a 
portion of the cost by the lcx?al goverii- 
iiient. The calile has received much con- 
sidorafion in a gener.al way from the 
press of this province, and we think the 
opinion expressed has been unanimously 
in favor of it. It is true that the sug- 
gest-ion was never made tliat the prov- 
ince should become a party to the con- 
stnictioci of the cable until a few days 
ago, the endorsement lH>ing of an enter- 
prise to be undertaken by certain Aus- 
tralian colonics. New Zealand, Canada 
and the Mother Country. T)ie people of 
Itritisli <'oluinl)ia may be taken as com- 
uiitted to the desirability of constructing 
a cable under lui agreement between the 
governments named, and ns prepared to 
support the proposition that the.v, as a 
portion of tlie population of tlie Do- 
minion, shall be called upon to bear their 
share of tJie coat. All this does not 
touch the proposal that the province 
shall assume a part in the enterprise. 
It only renders uiiiiecesiiary any argu- 
ment tJiat such a cable Ls desirable. 

Is action by this province necessary in 
order that the cable may bo secured? 
AVe do not know that it is. If it is not, 
so much the better, for. it Is not advis- 
able that the province .should engage in 
business undertakings of any kind, even 
if they are likely to bo a source of profit 
But let it be supposed that in order to 
secure the cable, British Coliunbia must 
lake SDUU' sucli step as has been jini- 
posod, what are its meritsV A iniinber 
of tenders have been received for the 
construction <?C t'H' Vii^WL'- tln> highcit— 
which involves the maintenance of the 
cable for three years— being in round 
numbers ?0,000,000. Of this cost it is 
proposed that the several governments 
shall contrilmte in certain proportiou.s, 
retaining u proi>ortionate ownersliip. The 
inlei'cst on the cost, if the money was 
raised by the several governments act- 
ing in unison and with an. Imperial guar- 
antee, would bo not to exceed .?22.'),000 
a year, without iiiaking any allowance 
for sinking fund. This is allowing 
[icr cent, for interest. If British Goluni- 
liia assiiiiied one-ninth, her share woukl 
Ixi .'Jii.'i.tJOtJ a year for interest. 

What would be the probable i-evcnueV 
Tlie present cable business from Aus- 
tralia amounts to nearly 3,000,000 words 
ii year. ' The last Htatemeiit was for 
ISUr, of upwards of 2,300,000 words, 
and the rate of increase was such that 
the number must have swellod to nearly 
if not (jiiite ;i,()OI),IX)0 by this time. This 
is over <S,(JUU words a day. Assuming 
that no new business would be devel- 
oped, it is not unreasonable to suppo.se 
that the PaciBc cable would secure a 
ci-rtiiiii ivroiKirtion of the current busi- 
nchs. Sir Sandford Fleming esLiaiatcs 
that till' AiLstralian and New /iCidand 
governments uloiie have salllcieat busi- 
ness. Sir Saudford Morning estimalc.s 
this they would naturally send over i. 
line of which they are part owners. 
It is Tea:-ionable to suppose that a por- 
tion, at least, of the Impenal govern- 
ment's business would be sent by the 
new line. Business to and from all 
Aiueric.ui jioints ■would natnrolJy seek 
lliis rout<'. It does not seem unreason- 
able to assume that, taking into consid- 
<'.-a!ioii !he governnicntal business re- 
ferred to, llii' American business, am: 
such portion of the business with Grcji-t 
IJrituin iia would seek an altomativo 
line, which if it did not compete In price 
would do so in cllleiency of .s<'rvic<', '21 
per c('iit. of the business now done wouli 
seek the Piicilic cable, Thw is 7riL),000 
words a year, which is Sir Sandferd 
Fleming's estimnte of tho probabk; firs I 
year's business. He thinks the Imsi- 
iicss would stand a tariH of 75 cents i>er 
word. If so, LliLs would give a revenue 
from the outset of .'!;r>(l2,,500 a y(^ar, or 
.•f.'KlT.DIJO over aud iibove the interest. 
The operating expenses aro of course 
small ill comparison to the receipts. 

A (jueKtlon has Iwen raised as to the 
right of the province to deal with tlie 
matter at jiJl. Undoubiodly tho govern- 
ment cannot bind the province to any 
such arrangement. There may be some 
douhl as to the aiitliority of ;tho legisla- 
ture in the premiiioH, but If the house 
expressed a desire to iros.sess such a 
Iiower, the Kritisb j)arliameiit would 
readily pass tho nc^cmsary legislation. 
We are fax from, urging that the prov- 
ince ought to take hold of the matter in 
any event. Indeed, if an additional 
ouc-nlntli must be assumed by a Gana- 



'dian government, the Dominion govem- 
meut ought to bear it But if tho 
Dominion will not do so, and the Im- 
perial government will not do what was 
anticipated, aro the people of British 
Columbia content 'that tho matter shall 
drop? •■ Tills is the form the question 
will take, if the proposition of the pro- 
vincial ; government is entertained' at all 
by the other parties to the agreeaaent. 

SOME POSSIBLE VISITORS. 

The United States Press Association 
is to meet in Portland in July. We are 
not aware what its plans are, but an in- 
timation, more or less ofllcial, has been 
given out that they would accept an 'n- 
vitiitioa to visit Victoria, It would, 
tlierefore, he well to extend the invita- 
tion. No expense would' be involved. 
The Tramway company would, wo sup- 
pose, rciJoat their courtesy of last year 
towards the viritiug press associations, 
and direct that the association badge 
would entitle persons to free transporta- 
tion on tho street cars, and tlie Quadra 
would doubtless bo available for a trip 
to EsciulmnlL. A few people would have 
to give up a part of a day to the visitors, 
but His Worship tlie Mayor is always at 
his po»t on sucli occasions, and a suf- 
ficieut number of volunteer assistants 
can always easily lie got. 

We are also likely to have a visit from 
representative newspaper men of East- 
ern Canada. Particulars of that visit 
will be available later, if it is decided 
upon. There are reasons why the ny 
ceptioii of a Canadian part.v ought to be 
iiu a somewhat more elaborate scale 
than one to our United States friends. 
Tlie latter will come chiefly on plca8U:-e; 
the object of tbo former will be to le.ira 
somthiiig about the province, and an ef- 
fort ought to be made to see that they 
are brought as closely i-u touch as possi- 
ble with public opinion here. There will 
bo more to be said on this matter when 
we know positively that our Eastern 
friends are to visit us.

The North 



steamer Tees Brings Home the 
Remains of a Former 
Resident. 



Good Progress Reported by Sev- 
eral Citizens— Misliap to 
Passenger Train. 



Passengers to arrive on Suiidny moni- 
ing from the North ou tho G. r. N. 
stcnrniT Tees wore mostly Victorians. 
Tlioy -wori;: A. It. McDonnott, Alex. 
Wrife'ht, Mrs. Wright, F. G. Wallier, 
A. Kendall, Dan H. Lewis, L. M. Hunt, 
T. H. Roadley, H. Steinburg, J. S. Hen- 
ry, M. Robortson, 'T. Roberts, M. Oro- 
gan, N. Alliin, David Bevun, II. Ward. 
William Bryce and James Bryce. Tlu\y 
left Skagway a week ago this morning, 
and had quite a commonplace trip Boiith. 
James and William Bryce and party of 
six had until ii lortiii,;;Ut a.i;i> been team- 
ing on the trails to Bennett and Linder- 
man for npwards of si.x weeks, and had 
accomplished much work ^Yhea forco>l 
to quit busiuesa on account of the >\\s- 
appearanee of the snow. They had 
fifty head of horses engaged in the 
work, twenty-five of which lliey brought 
home with them, fourteen they parted 
■with at White Pass to Mr. Macauley, 
who is still in the transportation business 
at that point, and the remainder are be- 
ing used by Messrs. Joseph Heaney uud 
A. M. Bannermaa, on the Atlin trail. 
Only four head were lost during the 
season, and this, considering the state 
of the trails within the last mouth, is a 
record. Five cents a pound was paid 
the party for hauling freight from Log 
Cabin to Bennett, but the money wae 
well earned, for in places the horses 
would sink to their ears in the soft, 
marshy ground when the ice gave away. 
One htmdrcd tons of steamboat supplies 
were hauled down to Bennett for the 
Oolombia and Canadian company, and 
80 tons for Hiamburger & Co., of -which 
30 tons were taken down as far as Lie 
Barge, the balance being stored in a teut 
on an isliuid near Bennett. Twenty-five 
tons were also got through to the Hoota- 
linqua. 

The party brouglit down tho corpse of 
A, T. Whitson, whose widow and fo.ir 
children Jive at 7 Clarke street. Spring 
Ridge. Tho deceased died in the rail- 
road hospital at Log Cabin about a 
fortnight ago, from a severe attack of 
pneumonia. I3e had been in partnership 
in business witli Messrs. J. T. Bethune 
and Baker, and had spent but a short 
time in the North. His loss is a serere 
blow to his family. No other deaths are 
reported by tho Victoria party. Several 
had bitter experiences with the frost on 
the trails, but were fortunate iu losing 
no limbs. lilr. Bryce says there are now 
between 700 and .SOO engaged on the 
SViiite Pass & Yukon railway beyond tho 
summit, ami are rapidly pushing the 
^VDi'k of construction. 

A few days before he left Sl;n;;vvay 
lliero had been a stampede from tbit 
town to a place live or six miles away, 
where gold was said to have been found. 
The excitement, however, did not lust 
Jong.- 

What might have been a very serious 
accident happened with no bad results 
on the While I'as.s railway. Tho 8kag- 
way-Atlin Budget rel'er.s to il as foUoAvs: 
"Veslcrday utternoou as the nonlil)oand 
train was nearing the tunnel, llie single 
coach jum[X'd the track at a most peril- 
ous point. 

"The Budget's informant feeling an 
unusual swaying of the car, and the 
wheels tlmiuping on the ties, jumiieil to 
]ier feet and grasped tlie seats from eith- 
er side of the aisle. The coach turned 
and WHH prevented from falling a thous- 
and or more feet into the canyon by the 
providential i)resence of a lart,'e rock. 

"Uad the ai-cident oct'nrred a few feet 
either way from this bouliler, a tale of 
horror would have been told. As il was, 
those narrowly escaped from dc^ath paled 
when they looked into the dci)ths of 
solid granite below them, and trembled 
as they thought of their narrow escape. 
Our informant was bruised slightly by 
the seats, and one man who saw the im- 
pending danger suffered slight uijurii^s 
from leaping from the car. The passen- 
gers were transferred to fliatcars, and 
such as chose -ivcre carried to the end of 
the road, but several preferred shank's 
mare, and walked to Ibe summit." 

Skagwayians are interesting them- 
selves in Oie whereabouts of George Pe- 
terman, who started from Haines Mis- 
sion in on open boat on March 21, and 
has not since been heard of. <, Tho niglit 
of tho day of his dcpnrture his dog, 
which^ accompanied him, returned to 
Skngway very tlre<l, and showing signs 
of having been in tho water. Since then, 
in spite of the (>n'ons of his friends to 
locate him, not a trace has XifUm found of 
him, nor of his boat, nor of hisf personil 
effects. Fetennan was a man of A\ 
years of age, short in stature, with dark- 
brown hair and mustache. When lie 
Jived'on Pugct Sound he would harness 
Up his old dog "Queenie" to a hoy's ex- 
press -wagoti, load il uji with painting 
nnd iiapi'r hanging mnterial, and (hen 
start out across tlu; country, nniking a 
good living for himself and family as a 
travelling painter and paper hang(!r. He 
has a wife and seven children, the oldest 
of which is not over 12 years, living 
near Issaquay, Wash., who were depend- 
ing on him for support. " '

HAHBOll IMPKOVBMENT. 

Sir; In your very able editorial 
this subject in your issue of yesterday, 
you have v«»ry fairly raised all the 

known possible objections to my proposi- 
tions, and have as coraplotoly refuted 
them. There are, however, two iwinta 
ou which yon are not (juite clear. No 
business has, yon state, been driven 
aivay from this port for lack of harbor 
facilities. That is iK)t tlio case. A San 
Krancisco steamship company opened 
negotiations with the owners of an inner 
wlnirf property, with the view to calling 
here and competing for a share of the 
trade. They came up nnd found we 
had not depUi of water or space enough 
for tlieir ships, e.xcept at the outer 
wharf, whidi was occupied by a rival 
company, ami (;onse(jui>ntly they gave 
Victoria the go-by. Then again, 
lirolitahle export lumber trade is iiracti- 
eable under present cirinimstances. The 
C'. F. Sargent tried this, and as soon ;ls 
she was down to 11! feet draught she had 
to be towed out to deep water ami the 
rein.iimler of her cargo lightered out 
to her, involving costs that absolutely 
prohibit competition with tho Sound 
ports, where the largest carriers can bi 
loaded nt the millsido to their utmost 
eajiacity. 

The other point you raise is the ofTect 
of the proiwsed improvements upon 
owners of property immediately affected, 
that no injustice shall he worked upon 
them, and that they shall be fully ceni- 
peusatod for any loss resulting from 
tlie change. Every proi>crty abutting on 
the water fnyit that is in any way 
altered or improved will be purchased 
out and out; the price and compensa- 
tion will be settled by a special jury, 
who will hear all tlierc is to be urged by 
all parties concerned, .and award the 
amount to be paid. The present owners 
can, if they think fit, remain as tenants 
on t erms to be agreed upon. It is urged 
that some parties, having got all they 
possibly can out of the town, will leave 
il. Sad, no doubt, but no loss to the 
town. The business of the town, the 
trade that tlows in nnd out, will go on 
just the same, whoever does it. The 
name of the tenant is quite unimportant, 
and new tenants in these csist^ will prob- 
ably husUe along more actively than 
those now in occupation, and so increase 
the trade ami prosperity of the town. 
Besides the waterside properties, with 
■ iU feet of water in front and a railway 
in tl^e rear, will be so vastly improved 
that they will command niiieli higher 
rent than present tenants, doing their 
present business, might consider rea.son- 
able. The i>olicy of the harbor trustees 
will be to foster and encourage the busi- 
m-'ss of the iwrt rather than make exces- 
sive prolits out of the tenants on the hiir- 
bor estat(!; to help the tenants and 
inerchants to build up an active, lucrat- 
ive trade and secure their revenue from 
the prolits of property. If your corres- 
pondent " Onlooker " or any others desir- 
ing information will send their address 
to me I will mail them my descriptive 
pamphlet free of charge.

Two Prospectors Roach Skagway With 
a Sack of Nuggets From the District. 

A Skagway paper received by (h(> Tees 
yesterday says: -On Sunday inoriiiiig 
-V. G. Myers and Adolph llochgesang, 
two hardy and experienced prospectors, 
returned from Calhoon creek, a tributary 
to the Porcupine, bringing with them a 
sack of gold nuggets taken from tlu'ir 
claim after four days' work on the rim 
rock, causing considerable excitement. 
Tho men are perfectly reliable, and are 
experienced miners working in both Col- 
orado and Montana. They located claims 
in company with Mr. ,Jue Martin and 
Tim Vogel of Uaiiies, last fall on both 
Porcupine and Calhoon rivers, and joint- 
ly own placer claims of SO aer(,'s on both 
streams.

Hill purposed ntlllzlng 
the Kettle Ulver railway to place Spokane 
In control of the smelting Industry of South- 
ern Britlah Columbia. Mr. Fulton wns fur- 



ther of tbe opinion that the Knmloops 
board oC trade should not iuterferc In il 
matter that <lld not concern them, as It 
might hinder them obtalulng concessions 
from the C.P.H. C. S. Stft.cna thought the 
matter bad better drop, as the uppllcatton 
for the charter had been withdrawn. W. 0. 
Miller thought It woukl he wise to cou- 
tlnuc the discission, so as to get at n good 
uuderstn'idlng of the cnse. AV. H. VVhlt- 
takor af?roed with Mr, Fulton In opmislug 
the application for a charter, but bethought 
It would be best to defer further discus- 
sion until there was a fresh application 
mnilp. ITe moved thnt the matter be dls- 
cuiised six months hence. ThlSv motion 
harhig been secopded, if. 'J. Doatto, who 
had Kecoud(!i);,Mr: Sw.anson's xeaoljjtloil'fu- 
vorlnK the' . Cdrbln '.Charter, said" he" was 
qultci la accord with -the proposal -to 'defer 
further coMBIderutlon iif the mattev. for the 
prcseut. He, however, reiterated hla former 
remarks In favor of the CJorbln charter, 
osppsslug the oi'lidon that Itritlsli C.'olnni- 
liluiis would have to devote very serious 
tlu nght to the question of railroad com- 
petition.

Ottawa, April i'O.— If the men in power 
to-day were fair samples of politifiiiiis, 
it woukl ho l)t'yonil any ordinary man to 
iiiuior.stand wily politicians sliould not 
only bo allowed to exist, but should be 
paid for existing. 

From a mere spectator's point of ■view, 
tlioy spoud all the money which thi'tr 
people niaki'; tlicy misiuauagc L'VL'i-y- 
thing tliey take in hand (iilve tlie Yukon 
gold fields); they pay more for tilings 
wo don't want (lilie Finns and Galiciaiisi 
than they do for tilings we do -want (like 
English immigrants); if they have to 
inircliase anything for the people, Ihoy 
give twice as much for it as the i)rii.'e 
at which it being hawked round the 
country (as in the ease of the Drui'.i- 
mond County Railway), and they mtul- 
dlc evurytliiug that thoy meddle -witli, 
from tlic Civil Service, which tliey have 
debauched, and tlie mining regulacLoiis, 
of which they know nothing, to alE.iir.s 
military, of which they know less. 

Above all, here thoy are, keeping a lot 
of decent people away from their homes

to be done, but the expenses of I'he 
Show, which have to be borne by the 
people, will go on all the time and at 
the tail end of the session, there will he 
such a hurrj' i'"d rush, that all 'orta of 
funny little things whl scramble through 
without notice.
